SEWER SERVICE.

The Citj Engineer Gives Seme Valuable
Iafonnation Regarding the Memphis

Flam ud Water Supply

In Answer to a Series of Interrogate
ries Propounded by a California

State Official.

The city engineer, Maj. N. Meriwether,
received a letter a few days since from
William Ham Hall, the engineer of tbe
State of California, located at Sacramento.
A number of queries were propounded,
which, with the answers, make an inter-
esting article on the sewers and water
supply of Memphis. The reply is as fol-
lows :

First Taken as a whole, have the
works efficiently accomplished tbe duty
for the performance of which they were
designed ?

Answer They have answered general
expectations, and may be said to have
given general satisfaction.

Second Have they been taxed with a
higher duty than that for which they were
planned, and if so to what percentage
higher and with what results?

Ans. The main sewers (more especial-
ly the east main) have been overtaxed at
times. The east main for the greater part
of its length in the twelve-inc- h is running
full and has had to be relieved by tapping
into the bayou at five different points.
Can't cive percentage.

Third Have the main pipes at any time
been overcharged, if so, when, at what
season, for how long a time, what main
pipe, and from what cause ?

Ans. The mains, as before stated over-
taxed most generally in freezing winter
weather, attributed to excessive use of
water in running house pipes.

Fourth Have the six and eight-inc- h

lateral pipes been at any time overcharged,
if so at what season, lor how long a time,
and from what cause ?

Ans. The six and eight-inc- h laterals
have never been overcharged. The long
eight-inc- h pipes in laterals all denominate
auxiliary mains (but few of them). The
six-inc- h laterals proper run from one-ha- lf

to two-thir- full, and have never been
overtaxed. It is only the east and west
mains that are too small and unequtl to
the present and increasing service required
of them.

Fifth Ordinarily, for what number of
people do the six-inc- h lateral pipes servts on
the grade of one in 300 orona in 200 or any
other specified grade, in maximum cases ?

Ans. The six-inc- h laterals have an aver-
age grades of cight-tanth- s per 100 feet, and,
taken as a whole system, serve about 35,-00- 0

people at the present time. The long-
est six-inc- h lateral is 2100 feet, and serves
about 600 people.

Sixth What is the average consumption
of water per capita in your city, and what
proportion is" it estimated reaches the
sewers?

Ans. The average consumption per cap-
ita is claimed by the Water Company to
be 250 gallons for 24,000 people, 4000 con-
nections; I suppose about 130 gallons for
35,000 people. A bout 2,000,0110 gallons
pass through the Waring system in twenty-f-

our hours.
Seventh To what depths as a maximum

and minimum does the sewage ordinarily
run in the main outfall pipe and in the
largest six-inc- h lateral?

Ans. In the main outfall pipe maximum
fourteen and minimum eight inches deep.
In the six-inc- h lateral maximum five and
minimum two inches deep.

Eighth What population in numbers is
served by the sewerage system as con-
structed ?

Ans. About 30,000 by the Waring and
about 5000 by other sewers, owned by the
city.

Ninth Has the original omission of
man-hol- proven to be auy considerable J
ciuumrarciiiieut, 111 iue upemuouuuu main-
tenance of the sewers, and what embar-
rassments have resulted?

Ans. The omission of man-hole- s caused
considerable embarrassments, mainly for
want of proper observation and as a means
of cleaning out, etc.

Tenth Have man-hole- s been put in
elsewhere?

Ans Thirty-6i- x man-hole- s in mains
and eight in laterals of the above. None
were put in bv Waring.

Eleventh Has the system of hand-hole- s
spoken of been generally adopted in

the laterals, and does it meet the demand
for means of inspection ?

Ans. Tbe system of hand-hole- s in lat-
erals we have about 350 and they are
deemed very essential to the system.

Twelfth Do closures frequently occur
in the lateral pipes (six and eight-inch)- ?

How manv ?
Ans. In 18S3 we had seventy-thre- e ob- -

struetioRS in the six-inc- h laterals. The 5

use of P traps will obviate many obstruc- - jj

tions.
Thirteenth At what velocity, if ever

measured, does the sewage actually move
at different stages in the pipes of various
sizes and grades?

Ans. In the t wenty-inc- h main, grade of
three-tenth- s per 100 feet, the flow was two
and six tenths feet per second on surface,
depth being four-inc- sewer. The six-inc- h

laterals all run with rapid velocity.
No measurements have ever been taken

Fourteenth Has the operation of the
flush-tan- k been efficient and without
causing trouble ?

Ans. In the main they have been effi-
cient. The only trouble comes from the
use of very muddy water and small supply-

-pipe (half inch, should be three-quarte-

inch).
Fifteenth In the aggregate, what

changes have been made from the system
as designed by Mr. Waring? Has the sys-
tem been "remodeled or essentially al-

tered except by putting in accessory works
originally left out from motives of econ-
omy?"

Ans. In the aggregate the system as
designed by Waring (minus the man-
holes, observation and hand-hole- s and
cleaning out tools, brushes, balls, ropes,
etc.,) is tbe same. These changes and ap-
pliances have rendered the system entire-
ly successfuL

Sixteenth Has the Waring works so
for given satisfaction to the people so far
as you know ?

Ans. The system has given thus fir
entire satisfaction, and we need only
larger outflow mains, or auxiliary mains,
and settled, clear water to pre'vent cor-
rosion of small pipes, in order to make the
system perfect as a separate system.

THE RECEIVER'S OFFICE.

Statement or tbe Amount of Business
Done by Mr. Lamb.

Tbe Ledger Balance t or the Old
City Considerably Redaeed.

Receiver Lamb has made a report of the
affairs of bis office, from which the follow-
ing extracts are taken : Total taxes, in-
cluding interest collected since November
17, 1883, the date of Laurence Lamb's
qualification as receiver, to March 1, 1S84,
in scrip, at par, $58,712 27 ; total taxes, in-
cluding interest, collected since November
17, 1883, at 200 per cent, $3514 72; in cash,
$25,630 34 ; total taxes and interest paid to
March 1st, 87,807 33; received for above
taxes, scrip and cash together, SS0.129 97.

Since the 1st instant the collections
have increased this amount to something
over $92,000. The report shows cash pu
hand to be distributed to mandamus
creditors, balance less disbursements al-

ready made,' $16,053 59; amount turned
over bv Meriwether, receiver, $3G20 56;
total, $19,680 15,

The fact that some of the taxes are paid
in Flippin compromise coupons at the
rate of $1 of coupon for $2 of tax as the
law provides, makes the difference shown
above between the actual collections and
the amount of taxes ;.aid. Most of the
taxes that are receivable under the law in
any valid indebtedness of the city at par
are now, since the funding of the old city
debt by the Taxing-Distric- paid in Taxing--

District bonds, which under the law
the receiver is required to take at twice
their face. This was provided bv the Leg-
islature to reinstate parti pa vine taxes
with the old bonus to the full amount cf
Old city indebtedness surrendered in com-
promise therefor. So the Taxing-Distri-

vrouds being virtually t wice their face in
old city indebtedness are so received, and
for every Taxing-Distric- t bond taken up
by the receiver twice the face amount of
old dty debt is paid- - Twenty-thre- e thou-
sand eight hundred dollars of Taxing-Distri- ct

bonds have been taken up and
canceled by him since November 17, 1883,

THE ABATTOIR.

Certainty That All the Slaughterhouses
or the City Will Soon be Con-

solidated.

Valuable and Timely Paper by Dr. . B.
Thornton, of This City, on the

Subject.

The necessity for establishing an abattoir
is more than ever apparent, and is more
laniely discussed everv dav. Various j

ordinances have been framed looking ulti-
mately to the systematic inspection of
meat. Dr. G. B. Thornton, of this city,
and a member of the Tennessee State
Board of Health, recently made a timely
report on abattoir from the Alittistippi
Valley Medical Monthly, whicn is copied
below.

Abattoir.
Your committee, assigned the duty of

reporting upon abattoir and offering such puzires-tiun- s

to local boards of health as may be thought
advisable, has been unable to obtain from the
principal cities and towns in the btate n much
information on the subject of slaughterhouses,
stock-yard- s and tho number of live-stoc- k slaugh-tere- d

annually for market, las desired. However
the information obtained by correspondence,
while limited in extent and deficient in detail, U
sufficient to justify the action of this board in
urging upon local boards the necessity for per-
sistent effort in improving tbe sanitary condition
of many, and insisting upon changing the loca-

tion of others. MaughterbouKs and stock-yard- s

are necosary adjuncts to all cities, and unless
eligibly located in reference to surrounding and
properly kopt as to cleanliness, become public
nuisances and just cauee for complaint
fro m t h oso residi ng uear or a tTeetod by
the drainage from them. Complaints aitainst
these necestary industries hare been made
from the time of the Roman emperors to the

recent time, and in the majority of instances,
Eoth in this country and in Europe, nec"iary re-
forms have been attended with great difficulties
and delay. In hIL instance in this country, most
notably. New York City, Jersey City, Chicago,
litutburg, Cincinnati, lloston and Sew Orleans,
where tbe abattoir system bad been adopted, it
has proven far preferable to that of individual
slaughterhouses Irom every point of view. It has
proven alike advantageous to those directly inter-
ested und engaged in the business aad to the

at large. Under this system a proper san-
itary surveillance can be exercised over every
feature of the business, which is impracticable
with tbe prerent arrangement of individual
slaughterhouses with their accompanying stock-
yards. It is a well-kno- fiwt that many diseased
animals, and others in improper coudition though
not diseiced, are killed for the markets, and the
meat null to consumeras unobjectionable, though
unfit for food. In many instances this is done
ignorantly and of course innocently of wrong
doing, in others with a full knowledge of the tact.
Cases of tapeworm, trichina spiralis and low
grades of fever, etc., have been correctly attrib-
uted to euting impure meat?, though frefh from
the slaughterhouses. There is an old saving that
there re tricks in all trades, and therefore it is
no reflection upon those engaged in this business
to say that it is not an exception to tho general
rule. Municipal ordinance should so regulate
this business as to reuu.ro competent infection
of all animals designed for the public markets,
and also of tbe meat before it is furnished to con-

sumers. In the cities above mentioned in tliis
countrv and there in F.urooe, where tbe almttoir
system' is in force and this inspection service prac-
ticed, it has proven highly beneficial and satisfac-
tory to all parties ititere."ted. It is a
salutary check upon unprincipled partiesengaged
in the business and affords protection to those de-

sirous of fair denling. The locatiou of etock-yard- s

and slaughterhouses or abnttmn should b
so ordered that the water supi-l- ia abundant at
all seasons and that the drainage is so arranged as
to flow away from the city they supply. 'Ihe four
principal cities in Tennessee, Nashville, Mem phis.
Knoxvillo and Chattanooga, being located on
large rivers, are afforded all necessary natural fa-

cilities for proper location and perfecting the
abattoir system after the most approved plans.
This location should be at some suitable point be-

low each city, accessible by roadway, railway and
river. Other industries which have their origin
from slaughterhouses, such as tanneries, soap fac-
tories, rendering and fertilizing establishments,
packinghouses, etc,, which contribute to the
growth of cities, and should be encouraged by
them, would find it to their interest to locate in
the immediate vicinity of the trWfY. These
necessary industries, under some circumstances,
have been adjudgc-- public nuisances by the
courts, anu are so classified in works on public
hygiene. When located as above indicated and
operated nnder proper sanitary regulations, they
are public benefits, affording safe investment for
capital and paying work to many operatives. All
such enterprises contribute to the wealth of the
State and the prosperity of the communities in
which they arc located, and should receive every
ncouraccmcnt from health ottioials compatible

with the preservation of the public health. Ef-

forts have been made in two of the cities named,
Nashville and Memphis, to concentrate all
slaughterhouses in one gonoral nbttttoir for each
city, but hs yet nothing definite has been de-
termined. In Memphis within the past three
years several slaughterhouses havo been de-
clared public uuisancos on account of their ob-
jectionable locations and discontinued. A char-
ter has been applied for by a joint stock company
known ah tho "Memphis Abattoir and Mock-Yar- d

Company," with the view of concentrating
this business at the mosl desirable point south of
the city on the Mississippi river, but owing to
some obstacles not ct removed the enterprise has
so far failed of consummation.

Tha Ontlook Tor an Abattoir.
A representative of the Appeal called

on President Hadden yesterday and asked
if the city had taken any measures to pro-
vide for the inspection of meat. He baid
the Abattoir and Stock-Yar- Company
would finally absorb all of the slauahter-houpe-s,

and the suvtiestions in Dr. Thorn-
ton's article would then be fully carried
out. It was impracticable, lie said, to make
an ordure tearing down exisiing slauRhter-house- s

which were owned bv private par-
ties, and the most that could be done by
legal means was to have them kept in good
sanitary condition. Kverytliina was tend-
ing toward a common abattoir, however,
aud it was only a question of time when
no meat would be killed except at one
place in the city. It was a necessary
measure, but must be done gradually;
otherwise a multiplicity of lawsuits would
arise.
